.lackson adds: "The organizat- 
ion which founded the Libcrian 
republic is still in e?tistencc, but 
it is not tinanciall.v able to send 
neirroes to Africa in any numbers, 
and few negroes are able to pay 
their own passage there and live 
until acclimated and in business. 
TheLiberian Emigration (Society 
formerly transported the negroes 
and maintained them for iS i .\ 
months. It would be well for the 
negroes and the whites if the 
Utited States Gh>renunent, which 
now protects the republic from for- 
eign aggression, would undertake 
the work which the society is no 
longer able to perform. 

"If the Goremment of the 
United Htates would take steps to 
enlarge Liberia and assist in the 
development of its resources by 
lending linancial aid, there is no 
reason why we should not become 
a prosperous nation. That in 
itself would draw the negroes 
whom the Government would 
assist in establishing our republic. 

"The people here tell me that 
s;>rae day they will have a share 
i:i the Government, but I tell them 
that that will never be. They 
must be equal in brains, equal in 
purse and equal in numbers be- 
fore they can hope for tliat, but 
t lerc is no immigration of negroes 
t • this county, and the whites at e 
c jntiiiually coining in from all 
parts. Ths nejrroes can only 
dwindle in numbers,"' 



Scieitlfic Progress aai Discov- 
ery. 

The lily of the valley is denoun- 
ced i)y scientists on the jfround that 
both th(> stalks and the (lowers con- 
tain a poison. It is risky to put 
the stalks into one's mouth, as if 
the sap liappeiis to jret into e\ en 
the tiniest crack in the lips it may 
produce swellinjr, often accom|)a- 
nieil by pain. 

Barbers always strop their ra* 
/ors in one direction, passing the 
blade over the strop from heel to 
point. By examining the edg^ of 
a tired razor through a microscope 
the scientist discovered that the 
til)ers of the steel had arranged 
tiiemselves in one direction, at an 
angle toward the point of the ra- 
zor, and thus presented their sides 
instead of their ends as a cutting 
edge, and, of course, sHch.a razor 
was always dull. He found out,
